BY Apollo is ordinarily underſtood the Sun, which 

as his (4 ) name ſheweth, is both the deſtroyer & 
preſerver of things; he is the ſon of Tupiter, becauſe 
he is a part of heaven, or becauſe he was created by 
Gol ; he was born of Latona, becauſe God brought 
light out of darkneſle, and the Sun ont of the Chaos; 
born in Delos, which fignifieth manifeſtation, for 
the Sun difcovereth all things ; he kull'd Pyrhon the 
Serpent, becauſe the Sun by his heat diſperſcth all 
putrified vapours, and eleareth the air from milts, 
for of putrifation venemous bealts are procreated ; 
ſo he kill'd [wpirers Thunder-mikers, becaule the 
Sun cleers the air, and conſumes thoſe exhilations 
and moyſtures, of which Thunder 1s ingendred. 
When :po/lo was born, D:iaa his filter, who was 
firlt born, was the Midwite to bring forth Apollo; 
that may ſignifie that the Sun is freed trom his 
ecli>ſe and darknefſe, when the :Moon departeth 
from him ; he is ſtill Beardlefle, to ſhew his perpe- 
tuall youth, his long hair ſhews his beams; he feed-

crifices, his Prieſts or { a ) Menaaes his Panthers, Ti- 
gers and Lynces, with which his chariot 1s drawen, 
the Satyrs and $:/-; his compantons , with their 
Cymbals and vociferations, we {hall not need to go 
far ; he never had greater authority over the Jndians, 
| than he hath over this Kingdom ; he once ſlept three 
years with Pro/erpina, but we vill not let him reſt 
one day. The Thebans tore Orphez:s for bringing in 
Bacchus his facrifices among them ; and 1carim was 
thought to have brought in poyſon, when he brought 
in wine; but the caſeis otherwite withus ; if any 
diſcommend the exceſſe of wine, he ſhall have A- 
cithoes doome, ſhe tor diſcommending Barch:s, was 
turned into 4 Bat ; and he {hall be accounted no bet- 
ter, yet I diſcommend not the moderat uſe of w ne, 
which is ?-piters ſonne, or the gift of God ; forit 
[tr-ngthens the body, comforts the h.art,breeds good

had a beard, and ſometimes none, to ſhew the diffe- 
rent effects of wine moderatly and 1immodcratly ta- 
n; he was worſhipped on the ſame altar with 141- 
zerva, and was accompanied with the M7xſcs, to 
{hew that wine 1s a friend to wiſdome and learning. 
Atercyry carried him, being a child, to Macrr the 
daughter of Ariſtars, who anointed his lips with 
honey ; to ſhew that in wine 1s eloquence ; and fo 
likewiſe the naked truth, therefore Bacchrs is al- 
wayes naked,and if Amphisbena the Serpent, that is, 
ſorrow or care bite. the heart, let Bacches kill him 
with a vine-branch : wine refines the wit, therefore 
the quick {ighted Dragon was conſecrated to Bac- 
chus ; and to ſhew that much pratling was the fruit 
of wine, the chattering Pye was his bird. And be- 
cauſ- wine makes men cfteminat, therefore women 
were his pricſts ; heſlept three yeares with Proſerpi- 
4, to ſhew that Vines the hilt three yeares are not }. 
fruitfull ; he was turned unto a Lion, to thew the 
crucity of drunken men ; he wastorne by the Titans, 
buried, and revived againe, for ſmall twigs cut off 
from a vine, aad ſet in the earth, bring forth whole 
vines. He was called (u ) Liber, becauſe wine makes 
a 1nan talk treeddy,and freeth the mind from cares,and 
maketh a man have tree and high thoughts;it makes a

the mind ; he was the fir{t that made bargains, and {© 
it ſeems to be true by the Dutch-men, who wil make 
no bargains till they be well liquored. 2. Bacchus is 
the Sun ; who is both Ziber and Dionyſws , free from 
all ſublunary imperfections, and freeth the world 
from darkneſle and inconveniencies of the nizht,and 
pricks forward the mindes of men to their daily 
ations; he is (till yong, not ſubject to ageand decay, 
naked, for he makes all things naked and open to the 
eye of the author of generation of all things, as well 
asof wine, the (on of Zpiter, becauſche is a patt of

gon,in the middle a Goat) had done much muſchicf, 
gave occaſion to this fiction. 2. Bellerophon 1S an 
Aſtronomer, who finding out the qualities and ef- 
fects of the Stars, was ſaid to ride up to Heaven; but 
when they fail in their Predictions, as oftentimes 
they do,then their horſe Pegaſ may be ſaid to fling 
them down. 3. They that ſearch too much into the 
ſecrets of Przxdeſtination, are like Bellerophon, they 
climbe ſo high, till at lait they are overthrown ,in 
their 1maginations, cx/um ipſum petimus ftultitia. 
4. Bellerophon may be the Sun, who by the help of 
(wift Pegaſus, that is, the winde, which Neprune 
the Sea affords, doth overcome Chimera, that 1s,the 
peſtilentiall air, and drives away infe&tious milts, 
5. A wiſe man1s { 4) Bellerophoy, who incountring 
with ditficulties, joyneth with prudeace,the courage 
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of a horſe, and celerity of a winged horſe, by which 
means elc:xander became tuch a conqueror. 6. By 
the ex2mple of ZB-!lerophon beware or pride, which 
will {poil all good actions in us, and at lalt will give 
us a fall. 7. Mark here, that God 1s the miraculous 
pr: ſerver of innocencie; a cleer conſcience will at 
laſt overcome all falſe accuſations, and lice Pega/zs, 
carry us through all dithicultics.

There 
be three Harpics very hurtfull;n a Common-wealth, 
to wit, Patterers, uſarers, wformers. 4. Boreas 18 
the fon of Neprn:, and brother of Tris or the rain- 
bow, for the winds are ingencrated of the ſea va= 
pour, fo are rains, clonds, and rain-bows by the help 
of the Sun. 5. Boreas 1s the Northern wind, who 
cartiethaway faire Orithyia, forthe cold wind ta- 
keth away beauty, his two ſons Zetrs and Calars,that 
is, frig:dity and ficcitic, drive away the Harpies, that 
is, Southern peltilentiall vapors, which conſume and 
devour living creatures, for in the Southern wind 
there are three properties, an{wering'to the three 
names of the Harpics, to wit,{:dden and ſwift blaſts, 
that is, Ocypete; ſtormes, X&1lo ; and obicurity, Ce- 
| lxno. 6. Sacrilegious Church robbers are theſe Har- 
pies, who fell upon Chrifts patrimony like Ocypete 
or Allo, a ſudden blaſt or ſtorme ; and like Celzno, 


have brought obſcurity on the Church, and kave 
eclipſect 
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eclipſed her light ; and indeed the names doe agree, 
for (a) #llo is hee that takes away another mans 
goods, Ocypete , ſuddenly , Celzno blacinefle or 
darkneſſc, to they on a ſudden fnatcht away thoſe 
goods that were none of th irs, and with the ob- 
ſcure clond of poverty have turned the Churches 
beauty into blackneſſe ; but theſe goods make them 
never tie fatter, they paſſe ſuddenly from them, as 
Phenens meat did thorow the Harpics, they are trou- 
bled with a continual { þ )}fix or lientery,neither can 
their crooked tallants hold them long, I grant the 
blindneſſe and wickednefie of Phenerrs, that 1s, of the 
Clergie, gave occaſion to this ; but now their eyes 
arc opcn,and their lives reformed : therefore the ſons 
of Boreas, the Magiſtrate and Miniitcr, with the ar- 
rows of authority, and wings of Gods word, may be 
expected t{hortly to-drive away theſe Harpics.7. Phe- 
eas 184 covetous miſer who 1s vliad, and 1:cth not 
what a number of Harpics gape for tus death, that 
they may devour theſe goods, wh:ch he hin{clte had 
not power to touch.

dictator; have not we more cauſe to erret the Tem- 
ple of our hearts to Chritt, who upon the two white 
horſes of the two Teſtaments, hath brought us good 
news of our victorie againſt our ſpiritu; 211 focs. 6: 
This temple was erected both to Caſtor and Pollrx, 
but { aſtor the lefle worthy caried the name from the 
other, by which we {ce , that honour is not al waycs 
g1ven to thoſe that deſerve belt, 7. Dioſcuri wer 
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preſervers of men, but He/cya came out of the fame 
egge,which was the overthrower of Troy ; ſointhe 
fame Church are good and bad,ſavers and deſtroyers.

BY {haron doubtlefle death was underſtood; from 

yeggomto dig or make hollow ,for death is [til ho- 
low eyed , or from yaes joy, for good men in death 
have true joy; x«ex,alfo 1s a benefit, and death is ſuch, 
and an advantage to good men; but fo it 1s made by 
Chriſt, for in it ſelfe, death is the childe of Hell and 
night, and as (haron 1sdeſcribed by (4) the King 
of Poets, to be old, but yet vigorous, ugely, furious, 
terrible, ſad, covetous, ſo 1s death; that which they 
fable of »Aneas, Hercules, &c. was true in our Sa- 
viour, who overcame ( haron, or death by his piety, 
{trength, power of his word, &c. He that would be 
admited into Charons boat, that is, have a joytull

F3Y Ces Iunderſtand the upper region of the air; 
. **for the air is called heaven, both by Poets and di- 
vine Scripture: this may be ſayd to.be the fon of e/£- 
ther and Dies, not only becauſe it is alwayes clcer, 
free from clonds and miſts, but becauſe alfo it hath 
the nature of elementary fire, to which it is next; for 
it 1s hot and drie, as that is, and more properly may

which deingreceived within the clouds of the mid- 
dlercgion, cauſe the rumbling, as if there were ſeme 
retcllion and wars within the clouds; Sarurn hs 
ſon, that 1s, time the mcaturer of heavens motion, 
ſhal gcld his father; that is,the heaven ſhall grow old, 
2nd intme {hall lote that power of generation; for 
this {hull ceaſe, when there ſhill beeanew heaven; 
and npon this new charge in the heaven, the Furies 
{h21l be ingendred, that 1s, the torments of the wic- 


ked ihall begin. 2. They that geld ancient re-

cords, fathers and ſcripture, are like Sat#+-, rebel- 
ling againſt heaven, being incouraged thereto by 
thoſe ſpirituall monſters, enemies of truth, who were 
thruſt down from heaven, and that light of glorie, 
wherein they were created; unto the loweſt Hell;

Heſe Cyclopes are by ſome meant the vapours 
which by the influence of heaven are drawn out 
of the earth and ſea, and being in the air, ingender 
thunier and lightning to pier, as their(4) names 
ſhew; they dwelt in $:c:/:e abont hill «A£r-a,becaule 
heat is the breeder of thunder;they were thrult down 
to Hell by their father, and came up againe, becanſe 
inthe cold winter theſe vapours lie jn the earth, and 
by heat of the ſpring areelevated; wiſe /1iſſes over- 
came Polyphemus, that is, man by his wiſdome and 
obſcrvation found out the ſecrets of theſe naturall 
things and cauſes thereof; Apollo was fayd to kill 
theſe Cyclop-s, becauſe the Sun diſpelleth vapours. 
2, I think by theſe Cyclopes may be underſtood the 
evill ſpirits, whoſe habitation 1s in burning e/£tzz, 
that is, 1n Hell burning with fire and brimltone,being 
thrown down juſtly by God, from heaven for their 
pride,out are permitted ſometimes for our {ins to rule 
1m theair, whoſe ſervice God uſeth ſometimes, in 
ſending thunder and ſtormes to puniſh the wicked; 
they may well be called Cyc/opes from their round 
eye, and circular motion; "i as they have a watch- 
full eye, which 1s not eaſily ſhut, ſo they compaſie 
thecarth to and fro; they may be ſfayd to have but 
one eye, to wit, of knowledge which 1s great ; for 
(2) Brontes, Steopes, Haipes, Pyracmon, | 
; utward 
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outward eyes they have not; 20 chief food and de- 
light isin the deſtroying of mankinde; Polyphemus 
or Belz:bub is the chiet, who having devour Vliſſes 
fellowes, that is, mankinde; the true 7/liſſes, Chriſt 
the wifdom of the father, came, and having powred 
unto him the full cup of the Red wine of his wrath, 

bound him, and thrult out his eye; that is, both re- 
{trained his power and policie; theſe evill ſpirits, be- 
cauſe they are the chiet fowers of ſedition and wars 
among men, may be {aid to make Mars his chariots.

phemrs, policie overcomes ſtrength. 4. We ſee alto

—Ortune is either an unexpected event, or elſe the 
hid cauſe of that event; the blinde Gentiles made 
her a blinde goddefle, ruling things by her will, ra- 
ther then by counſell; therefore they uſed to raile at 
her. becauſe ſhe favoured bad men, rather then good; 
and called her blinde, asnot regarding mens worth; 
but T think, that the wiſer ſort, by fortune underſtood 
Gods will or providence; which the Poct (a) calls 
omninotent,and the Hiſtorian, the ruler of all things; 
ſhe may be called fortuna quaſs forts una, being only 
that i103 ruler of the world;ſhe had many temples 
at 10:5, 311 Many names; the ſtood upon a Globe, 
SS 
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to ſhew her dominionof this world, and the heaven 


on her head, did ſhew that there is her tegining; the 
helm & the horn of plentie in her hands,are to ſhew, 
that the government of this world,and the plenty we 
injoy is from this divine providence; and though 
they called her blinde, yet we know the contrarie, 
for ſhe isthateye which ſecth all things,and a far off, 
and before they are,as the word providetia ſignifieth; 
therefore they called her, and her horſes blinde, be- 
cauſe they were blinde themſelves, not being able to 
know the wonderfull wayes and ſecret ends of this 
providence, why good men ſhould here live in affli- 
Aion and miſcrie, and the wicked in honor and pro- 
ſperitic; wheras they ſhould have known, as ſome of 
the wiſer men did, that no miſerie could befall a 
good man,( 4 )becauſe every hard fortune doth either 
exerciſe, amend, or puniſh us; he is miſerable, ſaith 
Seneca,{(b ) that never was miſerable; they are miſe- 
rable who are becalmed in the Sea, not they who are 
driven forward to their haven by a ltorm ; a ſurfeit is 
worſe then kunger ; but ſee himſelf ſpeaking excel- 
lently tothis purpole ; therfore they had no reafon to 
railat Fortune when ſhe croſſed them ; for to a good 


man all things fall out for the belt; yet in good ſence 


Gods providence may be called blinde, as Jultice 1s 
blinde ; for it reſpeeth not the excellencie of one 


. creature above another,but Gods generall providence 
extendeth it ſelf toall alike, to the worme as well as 


the Angel;for as all things are equally fubje& to Lod 
in reſpe of caſualitie, 1o are they to his providence;

In that they called 
fortune tne daughter of the Sea; by this they would 
ſhew her inſtabilitic ſtill ebbing and flowing like the 
Sea; therefore they made her ſtand upon a wheel,and 
ſhe was called in a common by-word fortzna Exri- 
pt, (4) becaule of the often ebbing and flowing 
therof, I grant,that as one and the ſane <ffet may be 
called: fortune and providence; fortune in reſpe<& of 
the particular cauſe, but providence in regard of the 
firit, and genera!l cauſe, which is God; fo the ſame 
may be called 1nltable in rc{pet of the particular 
c uſe, but moſt [table inr.ſpet of God, with whom 
there IS no variableneſſe, not ſhadow of turning ; 
though contingent cauſes produce contingent ef= 
fects , yet nothing 1s contingent to God , for all 
things come to paſſe which he forefeeth, and yet his 
foreknowle:dge impoleth nv neceflity on contingent 
things, but indetd ive are inſtatle our {clves and evil, 
and ie accuſe fortune of inſtabilitie and evill; a good 
man may make his fortune good; q#/q, [ze eſt fortu- 
ne fager, I have rcad that in ſome places fortune was 
wont to be painted like an old woman, having fire in 
one hand and water inthe other; which I thinke did 
ga that providenc: doth (ill preſuppoſe pru- 
dence, wherof old age is the 5ymbol, and becaule of 
(a) Eraſe in adaz, 
L. the 
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the mutable and various Ns of fortune, ſhe was 
repreſented by a woman, the Symbol of mutabilitie; 
but the Romans upon better conſideration, made her 


both male and female, to ſhew, that though the par- 
ticular and ſecondary cauſes, of forturall effects be 


various and unconſtant like women, yet the ſupreme 
cauſe hath the ſtaidneſle of a man ; the fire and water 
ſhews,that our firie afflitions ( which fall not with- 
out Gods providence; ) are ſo tempered with water 
of mercy, that though they burne good men, yet they 
conſume them not; as we are taught by oſes herie 
buſh, and the furnace of Babylon.

God to an Eagle, who carried the Iſraelites on his

called Genz;; in a large fence, and Geri quaſi Geruli, 
A gerendo vel ngerendo, from ſupporting us, Or from

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Therefore the Gents were painted with a platter full 
of fovrers and garlands in one hand, and a whip in 
the other; to ſhew that they have power both to re- 
ward & puniſh us. They have oftentimes appeared in 
the forme of men , therefore they are painted like 
men, but they have no ſex, nor do they procreate; for 
which cauſe perhaps the fruitfull Palm tree was dedi- 
cated to them, with which alſo they were crowned; 
& becauſe they were held of 4 middle kind, between 
Gods and men, they were called the ſons of 7#piter 
and earth; or rather in reference to Plato's opunn, 
which hcld Angels tobe corporeall;our fouls alfoare 
Gensi, which from our birth to our death, do accom- 


ante our bodies ; every mans defite and inclination 


may be called his Genizs, to which it ſeemes the Po- 
et alluded ſaying, az [#4 Txig, dew fit dira cxpido, and 
perhaps Ariftotles inrelteEius agens, 184ll one with 
Plates Genizs, for without this we have no know- 
ledge; becaule the paſſive intclle& depends in know- 
ledge, from the active, in receiving the ſpecies from 
it ; which by the aQive intelle& is abſtrated from 
time, place, and other conditions of ſingularitic;and 
this isall one, as if we thould fay we receive no in- 
formation of good or cvill, but from our Geni#szand 
as the Gentiles belceved the ſtars to be Genrr, fo the 
Jews thought them to be Angels, and that they were 
living creatures , therefore they worſhipded them, 
called them the hoaſt of heaven ; but indeed Chrilt is 
our true Gerzzz, the great Angel who hath preſer- 
ved and guarded us from our youth , by whom we 
are doth generated & regenerated,the brafen Serpent;

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from whom we have all 4 PE who alone hath 
power to reward and puniſh us; who appeared in the 
formeof man; and in reſp2& of his 2 natures was the 
ſon of ?apiter and Terra, of God and earth; and who 
will never forſake us, as Socrates kis Genizzs did him 
at laft ; who came not to affright ns, or to bring us 
the meſſage of death,as Brurus his Genius did to him; 
but to comfort us, and to aſſure of eternall life; let us 
then offer to him the ſacrifice not of blood, crueltie,or 
oppreſſion ; which the Gentiles would not offer to.
